The ordinance of 1906, governing sol­ 
iciting by hackmen, was amended so 
as to include the above class and re­ 
stricting their operations 
to 
within 
two feet of the curb line. The clause 
in the original ordinance “to the an­ 
noyance and inconvenience” of 
tour­ 
ists was cut out as it made prosecu­ 
tions difficult in the absence of the 
party affected. 
Mr. Shealer voted against the mea­ 
sure on account of the taking out of 
this clause because he felt it would 
work a hardship on 
the 
hackmen. 
“Nobody, willing to pay the price for 
a battlefield trip, is 
bothered 
when 
he comes to Gettysburg,”

This does not 
mean that such a rate must be charg­ 
ed but no man may 
charge 
more. 
Council cannot regulate the 
charges 
on the battlefield but the above rate, 
which is provided for in an ordinance 
passed by a unanimous vote 
of 
the 
members present, will include all of 
the veterans’ camp within 
the 
bor­ 
ough limits. 
The action was taken at 
the 
re­ 
quest of the Fiftieth Anniversary’ of 
the Battle of Gettysburg Commission 
who promised the representatives 
of 
the various states at 
their 
meeting 
here last w’eek that steps 
would 
be 
taken to protect veterans and other 
visitors 
here 
against 
excessive 
charges. 
The treatm ent of the streets then 
•ame up for consideration and 
more 
subscriptions were reported, with the 
result that operations will be extend­ 
ed. Every section of town responding 
to the request for funds will be fur­ 
nished with the 
tarvia. 
Chambers­ 
burg street from Washington to West 
street was reported as 
not 
coming 
forth w’ith any subscription list and 
no attention will be given to that por­ 
tion of

unless

Mr. Hubbard, of
